Mr. Gardiner stated that he 
understood the provincial govern- 
ment had entered an appeal to the 


privy council against these de- 
cisions. 

If the privy council upholds these 
decisions, some other course will 
have to be pursued in order to 


secure some debt protection for the 
farm people of this province, Mr. 
Gardiner stated, 

Referring to parity price, Mr. 
Gardiner stated that the only way 
by which the farmer can secure jus- 
tice is by receiving the cost of pro- 
duction for all his products, 


MEMBERSHIP INCREASE 

He announced that membership 
in the U.F.A. has increased by 
nearby 2,000 in the last year and 
emphasized the need for more coim- 
plete organizing on the part of the 
farmers of the province, 

Until such time as farmers are 
willing to confront their problems 
without hesitation, and organize 
in sufficient numbers for their 
protection, agriculture will con- 
tinue to be the forgotten indus- 
try, he stated. 

Mr. Gardiner spoke 
follows: 

During the year there has been 
a slight improvement in agricul 

| tural conditions. This is due to an 
increase in the price of the main 
farm commodities produced in the 
province, with the exception of 
wheat. The increase in prices has 
to a marked dogree been offset by 
the increase in the price of the 
goods and services the farmer must 
buy. 

The disparity of prices between 
what the farmer produces and what 
he must purchase is still so great 
that there is not the slightest 
chance of him enjoying even a 
slight measure of prosperity. The 
farmer continues in business be- 
cause he is apparently willing and 
does accept, a lower standard of 
living than he is entitled to. 


STRAINS IMAGINATION 

Having regard to the importance 
of the farmers’ contribution to the 
welfare of society, it strains your 
imagination when you eNdeavor to 
contemplate why the farmer cons 
tinues to endure such an injustice, 
We import some agricultural pro- 
ducts but these imports are mostly 
of a kind not produced in Canada.

KHARKOV FIGHTING 

Fighting for Kharkov, industrial 
metropolis of the Donets basin, was 
by both London and Berlin reports 
apparently in a decisive stage. The 
B.B.C. said the Germans acknow- 
ledged the bese “is being furionsly 
attacked by Soviet forces from the 
north and the south.” 

Reuier's News Agency esti- 
mated Germany had lost 2,000,000 
men, killed, severely wounded, 
missing and prisoners in the Rus- 
sian campaign.

RESERVES MOVED UP 

Already the Russians have moved 
up large numbers of their reserves 
for use in follow-up operations, and 
so hard are winter conaitions at the 
front that forward troops are being 
changed frequently in order to 
maintain the momentum of the as- 
sault. 

Admittedly, the Russians still 
suffer from-a s.: vuus num: .cal 
infer‘ority of tanks and airplanes 
but the events of the last six 
weeks have demonstrated that 
under winter conditions this de- 
ficiency can be partly offset by 
the superior numbers of the fresh, 
courageous, warmly uniformed 
foot- soldiers and cavalrymen. 
Now that they have the initiative, 
the Russians are making every 
effort to keep it. 

Except in isolated sectors like 
Leningrad, Tangarog and Mozha- 
isk, winter military operations have 
taken on an extremely fluid char- 
acter. On most of the reaches of the 
2,000-mile battle line, there is little 
semblance of trench warfare. The 
winter has forced the Germans '» 
concentrate their defences in knots 
of resistance at cities, towns and 
inhabited points. At these centres 
they build strong sub-surface dug- 
outs sometimes two levels in depth 
and supplement these with pill. 
boxes and fortified houses. Fre- 
cuently there are wide, undefended 

gaps between these centres of de- 
fence which enables the Russians 
to dispatch strong raiding parties 
of soldiers, automatic riflemen or 
cavalry deep into the enemy rear— 
often without detection. 


STUBBORN RESISTANCE 

When possible the main Soviet 
striking force, consisting of tanks 
and infantry sweeps around these 
villages, defended by the German 
rearguard, and pushes on with the 
object of getting at the Nazi main 
force and so preventing the estab- 
lishment of a fixed winier line 
However, the Soviet communiques 
of the past fortnight refer often to 
the stubborn resistance of the Ger- 
man rearguard. The Germans in 
severd] key sectors have brought 
up fresh troops, which are trying to 
stem the Soviet advance and gain 
time by launching localized coun- 
ter-attacks. 

Is there any difference between 
the German wedge and encircle- 
ment operations and those which 
are now employed by the Red 
army? 

Col. S. Gurov, Russian officer, in 
a published article says that there 
is. “The German wedges,’ Gurov 
writes, “were of an adventurous na- 
ture just like their whole tactics of 
strategy and policy.. They consist- 
ed of mobile groups of tanks, mo- 
torcyclists and motorized infantry. 
which broke through our lines in 
weak spot and raced into the rear 
not paying any attention to the 
fact that Ked army units remained 
on both sides of them and that the 
main German forces and_ supply 
bases were left far behind. 

“The Fascists expected that the 
Red army units would flee in 
panic when they saw the German 
tanks and motorcycles on their 
flanks and rear, as was the case

ly return for his efforts. Food is 
the first essential to the reiention 
of life in the human body. Without 
food life would disappear. Com: 
parisons are supposed to be odious, 
but sometimes it is necessary to 
make comparisons. 

Compare the treatment received 
by the farmer by way of compen- 
sation for the valuable service that 
he renders in producing the food 
necessary to sustain life and the 
compensation reccived by thuse 
who provide what may be termed 
as non-essentials, In the case of 
the .armer he receives on the 
average liltle better than a bare 
existence while those who provide 
non-essentials may make millions. 
It is a grossly unfair condition, and 
would not be tolerated in any so- 
ciety where equity was the guid- 
ing principle. 

Everything produced on the farm 
is now wealth, wrung from the soil 
by the labor of the farmer aided by 
what machinery he has at his com 
mand, 

It has been said on many previous 
occasions that agriculture is our 
basic industry. 

It is well for us to remember that 
agriculture is the foundation for all 
other industries, and in the interests 
of industry as a whole it is advisable 
to have a solid foundation. This solid 
foundation can be secured by seeing 
to it that the farmer receives prope: 
recompense for what he produces in 
order that the industry of agricui- 
ture will be placed in a prosperous 
position, 


DESIRE TO PRODUCE 

I am sure that the farmers of Can- 
ada desire to produce to the greatesi 
extent that their plant and equip- 


‘ment will permit, but they cannot 
produce efficiently or to capacity 
unless they receive sufficient in re- 
turn to meet production costs. In- 
dustry has been guaranteed produc 
tion costs plus a profit. Labor will 
receive adequate wages plus a coat- 
of-living bonus. 

While the war continues we must 
see to it that agriculture js reason- 
ably protected in regard to prices. 
No industry can be run efficiently 
so long as prices received are out of 
line with production costs. 

One of the important problem: 
now facing the farmer is the short- 
age of experienced farm help. Many 
of the farmers’ sons and other farm 
help have joined the services 
Other experienced farm helper 
are leaving the farms for jobs in 
industry, 

BETTER WAGES 

The main reason why farm help 
is going into industry is because of 
better wages and shorter hours 
The farmer cannot pay out of his 
meagre returns wages sufficiently 
high to retain experienced help on 
the farm in competition with the 


higher wages paid by industry 
Without experienced help farm 
production must go down. The

And this reserve strength, as it is 
now apparent, was greater than the 
German generals realized. Nor is i! 
probable that it has yet been fully 
unleashed.

federal government must accept the 
‘esponsibility. 

It must decide as to whether it is 
necessary to keep up farm produc; 


tion to present levels and if so 
where the farmer is going to get the 
money to pay the wages high 


enough to induce farm help to stay 
on the farm, If it is essential to 
keep up farm production then 
will be necessary fer the farmer to 
receive an increase in the price of 
farm prodvcs in orcey to enable 
him to pay higher wages. 


SERVE NOTICE 

We may just as well serve notice 
on the federal government if they 
must have farm production kept up 
to present levels, then they must 
see to it that the farmer has the 
money necessary to pay production 
costs, 

I have an abiding faith that the 
only way by which the farmer can 
secure justice is by receiving the 
cost of production for all that he 
produces. It would be important 
to see to it that cost of productior 
included all the items which are 
legitimate cosis in the producing of 
any farm products. To mention 
only a few of these costs would in- 
clude wages, use of machinery. 
taxes, oils, greases, binder twine, 
repairs and similar costs but also 
must include reasonable return on 
capital invested by the farmer plus 
remuneration for the services of the 
farmer and his family in producing 
these agricultural products. 

If the farmer received remun- 
eration on the basis of the cost of 
production he would not have to 
worry as to what the price of 
labor was, nor the cost of his 
machinery, nor any other item 
which would Icgitimately enter 
into the cost of producing farm- 
ing products. If the price of any 
of these things rose, then ‘the cost 
of producing these commodities 
would rise also and the farmer 
would be reimbursed for the 
extra cost. 

We as farmers have done many 
things to improve our economic posi- 
tion and they have In many cases 
proved very successful, but having 
regard to the rapidity with which 
economic changes occur it seems to 
be impossible by any means which 
the farmer has devised up to the 
present time to keep up with these 
rapidly changing gconomic condi- 
tions I am quite convinced that the 
problems of the farmers can be 
solved but they will never be solved 
properly until the farmer is assured 
the cost of producing farm products. 

The Debt Adjustment act of Ai- 
berta has been declared ultra vires 
by the Trial Court of Alberta, the 
Appeal Court of Alberta, and the 
Supreme Court of Canada. The de- 
cision of these courts was to the 
effect that the provisions of the 
Debt Adjustment act, as the act 
then stood were beyond the powers 
of the legislature of Alberta to en- 
act by virtue of the powers granted 
to the legislature by the British 
North America act. I understand 
that the provincial government has 
entered an appeal to the Privy 
Council against these decisions. 


CAN'T CRITICIZE 

Therefore, under the circum: 
stances, we are not in a position to 
criticize the decisions of the courts 
but we can discuss the effect that 
this decision may have upon the 
fortunes of the people whom this 
act was designed to serve. 

It may be just as well at this 
point to remember the reasons for 
the passing of this type of legis- 
lation., Alberta was the first prov- 
ince in Canada to pass debt ad- 
justment legislation. It, however, 
proved so satisfactory that other 
provinces, particularly the western 
provinces, followed suit with sim- 
ilar legislation. 

The need for this legislation arose 
very generally from the drought 
conditions experienced by the farm- 
ers in southeastern Alberta, For 
several years these farmers had 
been subject to drought conditions 
and consequently they were not in 
a position to meet their obligations 


through the sale of agricultural 
products, and more _ particularly 
grain. 


APPLIED TO DROUGHT 

When this legislation was first 
passed it was made applicable to 
these drought areas and did not 
apply to the rest of the province. 
Later it was found necessary be- 
cause of other conditions over 
which the farmers had no control 
to apply the legislation to the whole 
of the province. 

Later again because of conditions 
over which the people had no con- 
trol, particularly unemployment, it 
|was applied to urban centres to 
protect the home owners where 
these home owners owed money on 
their property either by agreement 
of sale or because of a mortgage. 

The main purpose of this legis- 
lution was to protect debtors who 
through no fault of their own, were 
unable to meet their debts. Pro- 
Vision was made for the operation 

of the act in such a way thai those 


ees 


who were it: a position to pay their 
debts would not receive any pro- 
tection under the act. 


CREATED BOARD 

Provision was made in the legis- 
lation for the creation of a board to 
which the debtor could make ap- 
| plication for protection in case they 
| were being sued by their creditors. 
Both the debtor and the creditor 
had the privilege of appearing be- 
fore this board and stating their 
case. The board made its decision 
upon the evidence produced before 
them. 

In the event of the board issuing 
an order protecting the debtor the 
creditor always had the right of} 
appeal to the court against the de: | 
cision of the board, It was oly a 
short time before this legislation was 
working very smoothly and the 
debtors realized that provided their 
case was just they had ample pro- 
tection under this legislation, while 
on the other hand, the creditors 
realized that only those who had 
just cause for protection received 
the protection of the board 


As time passed it was found that 
some amendments were necessary 
to the act; such as for instance, 
priorities that must be met out of 
the farmer's income such as food 
and medical attention for the 
family, etc. 


NO CHALLENGE 

So long as the Farmers’ govern- 
ment remained in power this legis- 
lation was not seriously challengeu 
by the debtor classes and it, there- 
fore, provided reasonable safety for 
the farms and home of those whu 
were in debt and through no fauit 
of their own were unable to meei 
payments due. Since the preset 
government has been in power they 
have made quite a number of | 
amendments to this legislation and 
it would appear from the decision 
of the courts that they overstepped 
their powers. 

I am not making this statement 
by way of criticism of the present 
government for the reason that | 
believe the government acted in 
Good faith and in the hope thai 
such amendments as they passed to 
this Debt Adjustment act were in 
the interests of the people whom it 
was designed to serve. If the Privy 
Counci] upholds the decision of the 
Canadian courts the result will be 
that the debtor farmers will have nv 
protection from their creditors ex- 
cept the Farmers’ Creditors’ Ar- 
rangement act, which is a Dominion 
Statute, 


QUITE DIFFERENT 

The purpose of the Debt Adjust- 
ment act and the Farmers’ Credit- 
ors’ Arrangement act were quite 
different inasmuch as the Debt 
Adjustment act had for its purpose 
the protecting of the debtor farmer 
|for the time being while on the 
other hand the Farmers’ Creditors 
Arrangement act had for its pur- 
pose the reduction of farm debt and 
interest charges. 

Having Tegard to the economic 
position which agriculture now oc- 
Cupies, more particularly in regard 
to returns which the farmer re- 
ceives for the products of his toil 1 
am firmly convinced that the farm- 
ers of Alberta need legislation of 


the type of the former Debt Adjust- 
ment act. The Farmers’ Creditors’ 
Arrangement act is very suitable 
for a definite purpose which J have 
already outlined but we need legis- 
lation similar to the Debt Adjust- 
ment act which will protect the 
farmer until such time as he can 
meet his obligations, 


ARE NECESSARY 

The Debt Adjustment act, the 
Farmers’ Creditors’ Arrangement 
act and similar types of legislation 
are made necessary because of the 
fact that the farmers do not receive 
a just price for the products of their 
labor. If the farmers were receiv- 
ing a proper price for what they 
produce they could within a reason- 
able time meet their obligations in 
full but just so long as the present 
condition remains whereby the 
farmer is producing much of his 
products at a loss, protective legis- 
lation of this type is absolutely 
essential | 

We will have to wait until such 
time as the decision of the Privy 
Council is made known and in the 
event of it upholding the decision 
of the courts in Canada then we will 
have to determine what course we | 
will have to pursue in order to se- 
cure sOme debt protection for the 
farm people of this province. It 
may be necessary to re-enact the 
legislation as it stood just prior to 
the present government coming 
into power.

The Farmers Get Together 


Edmonton is this week the clearing 
centre where hundreds of delegates 
from all parts of the province are meet- 
ing to discuss farm problems, running 
all the way from a proposal to amal- 
gamate farmer organizations to the 
price of wheat. The delegates will be 
attending the annual conventions of the 
United Farmers of Alberta and the 
United Farmers of Canada (Alberta 
section). 

The position of the city in relation 
to the agriculture and agricultural in- 
terests of the province is thus signal- 
ized, as it has been many times in the 
past. Geographically Edmonton is the 
farming centre of Alberta, and histori- 
cally it has been associated with the 
spread of settlement and the progress 
of farming from the ed paged No 
western city is more directly affected 
by the well-being of those who culti- 
vate the soil, and none suffers more 
surely when these are affected by ad- 
verse conditions. 

Self-interest as well as other con- 
siderations will make it the unanimous 
hope of the people of the city that the 
gatherings this week may prove profit- 
able to-the farming community. No 
occupational conventions could be more 
appropriate here or more welcome. 


The Slow-Up In Libya 


The pursuit of Rommel’s army has 
in recent weeks been as leisured as in 
the preceding weeks it was fast and 
furious. Partly, of course, because 
Rommel refused to keep on running 
and had mechanized forces enough to 
fight a delaying battle when the chase 
grew too hot. But there is room to Sus- 
pect also that Auchinleck has not been 
anxious to push his advance troops too 
far from the home base. 

There are eight hundred miles of de- 
sert between the Egyptian border and 
Tripoli, and the coastal roads are sub- 
ject to air attack from Sicily. At Tri- 
poli the British forces would be in much 
the same position as Rommel was at Sa- 
lum, dependent upon long lines of poor 
cummunication liable to flank attack 
from sea or air. Even if Rommel's 
army were destroyed completely, Tri- 
poli would be a far-flung outpost and 
difficult to hold. 

At Bengasi the British are half-way 
across the desert, and holding defens- 
ible ground. Perhaps that is as far as 
it is thought well to make a general ad- 
vance. . 

The capture of Halfaya Pass clears 
out the last remaining “pocket” of Axis 
forces in the rear of this position, and 
will permit the full concentration of 
troops against Rommel, an important 
development in view of the threatened 
attempt to ferry enemy troops across 
the Sicily “bridge” to reinforce his bat- 
tered but still formidable armored di- 
visions. 


Canadians In England 


Someone wrote a letter to a Sussex 
newspaper saying some Canadian sol- 
diers somewhere in England had acted 
like “hooligans”. There were plenty of 
letters in rebuttal, attesting to the good 
behavior of the Canadians and the high 
esteem in which they are held. What- 
ever offences were committed cannot 
have been very serious, since the mag- 
istrates let the offenders go with a fine 
of 40 shillings each. And the writer 
of the original letter did not take the 
responsibility of making his accusation 
openly, but wrote anonymously. 

The outcome vindicates rather than 
censures the conduct of our men, who 
have been under the strain of inaction 
while men from other dominions were 
fighting. Garrison duty, however neces- 
sary, is not agreeable in such circum- 
stances, and men become restless in 
proportion as they are eager to get to 
grips with the enemy. No more im- 
portant job has been assigned to Allied 
forces anywhere than that of helping 
-to hold Britain safe against invasion, 
but it is difficult to keep the perspec- 
tive when stirring news comes from 
Libya or Russia or Malaya. 


One clear inference is that there is | 


no need for the time to send more 
Canadian troops to Britain, other than 
to make up for discharges and keep the 
divisions at full strength. No cause 
has been suggested for restiveness 
among the men now there other than 
that they are “fed up” with training 
and waiting. 


The “Peninsular” War 


Singapore was subjected on Sunday 
to the heaviest air attack yet made 
upon it, while Japanese land forces 
crept somewhat nearer to the strait 
which separates the island from the 
mainland. These are admitted to be 
now about one hundred miles from the 
city. They thus hold three-quarters of 
the long and narrow peninsula, and 
Tokyo claims that the battle for the 
stronghold itself has already opened— 
presumably with Sunday's sustained 
bombing raid. 

While no doubt this was hoped, 
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there has been no official hint that the 
invaders could be stopped in the moun- 
tains and jungles of the peninsula, With 
Superior air and sea power they were 
able to land troops repeatedly in the 
rear of the defenders’ line on one coast 
or the other, and a strategic retreat 
was the only course open to avoid en- 
velopment. 

The ground has been disputed foot 
by foot and the attackers have paid a 
heavy price for every mile they gained. 
This of course they counted on and | 
will not worry about, for life is as cheap | 
at Tokyo as it is at Berlin. 

The objective of the Malaya inva- 
sion was and is Singapore. The up- 
country fighting has been preliminary 
to the assault on the city. Unless it 
can be taken, the sacrifices made by the 
attackers will be a total loss. 

Unwelcome as the news from that 
area has been to Allied listeners and 
readers, there was never any great 
prospect that a successful defence 
could be made north of Singapore on a 
line with unprotected flanks, The sink- 
ing of the Prince of Wales and the Re- 
pulse, and the absence of Allied air 
strength, almost certainly involved the 
eventual loss of the whole peninsula 
and an all-out attack on Singapore it- 
self. % 


Premier U Saw of Burma was no 
more successful as a Quisling than he 
was as a negotiator. When last heard 
from he was in London, demanding 
that Burma be given dominion status. 
Now he is in “protective custody” 
somewhere for having plotted to turn 
the country over to Japanese control. 
Perhafs he thought the Japanese would 
make him the Pu a of Burma. 


Having plenty of men, Russia is re- 
leasing 25,000 Polish soldiers to join 
the British-Allied forces in the Middle 
East—where Polish troops have been 
serving. for many months. Formal re- 
lease was necessary because most of 
these men were taken prisoner when 
the Russians invaded east Poland two 
years ago. As Russia and Poland are 
now allies, the men would be available 
for service on the eastern front if need- 
ed there, and some of them may have 
been in the fighting line. 


Civilian planes have been grounded 
in British Columbia, and may only be 
flown if special permission is obtained 
from the defence authorities. The an- 
nouncement explains itself. It is fur- 
ther evidence that British Columbia is 
recognized to be liable to attack by 
Japanese planes released from carriers 
off the coast. No chance is to be taken 
that supposedly civilian planes flying 
over the coastal area might turn out to 
be enemy bombers, Unidentified planes 
are om. liable to be shot down on 
sight.

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War Materials From Junk 


Salvage of Waste Articles Will * 


Be Large Part Canada’s 


Productive Effort 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 

For a number of reasons, the use of 
secondary materials has not been large in 
Canada during ordinary times. 

Now, however, we are quickly increas- 
ing our use and collections of materials 
generally labelled “junk.” Our high stand- 
ard of living and the extravagance of our 
ordinary way of life may soon yield an 
unexpected harvest. 

It is believed that close to two million 
tons of iron and steel 
scrap, for instance, are 
resting in the basements, 
dumps and automobile 
graveyards of this coun- 


A vigorous campaign 
is now underway to get 
this material back into 
use to make machinery 
and implements of war. 

One of the factors 
militating against the sal- 
vage of all this valuable 
scrap is the problem of 
distribution. Hitherto, the cost of collect- 
ing this waste material into a central place 
for refabrication has been prohibitive, in 
many instances, because of freight rates. 

This factor may eventually be minim- 
ized, either by establishing centres of 
refabrication throughout the country or 
by making an arrangement with the rail- 
ways to carry such cargoes at cost. 


Iron and Steel 


At the present time, the collection of 
iron and steel scrap is the chief objective 
of the National Salvage Committee of the 
Department of National War Services, But 
this is not the only objective, 

The entire task of collecting secondary 
materials came under review in 1941 and 
will continue until the end of the war. 

A special drive for aluminum was suc- 
cessfully undertaken in September and the 
collection of copper, brass, lead, zinc and 
other metals is continuous. All these are 
important in the manufacture of fighting 
equipment, 

Not only does the contribution of sec- 
ondary metal relieve pressure upon our 
material resources, but it also affords a 
great economy in time and labor: 

In the case of steel, the use of scrap 
increases the output of the smelters, 

For example, a smelter turning out 
10,000 tons of steel a week using iron ore 
alone can raise its output to 25,000 tons a 
week by using iron ore and scrap. 


Tin Cans 


When metals are scarce and particu- 
larly now that our tin supplies are danger- 
ously threatened, why do we not save the 
millions of tin cans that are thrown away 
in Canada every year? 

This question has been carefully stud- 
ied both in Ottawa and Washington, and 
in both cases the answer has been that it 
is not economical to collect tin cans, “un- 
less and until an emergency in the supply 
of tin renders it imperative to conserve tin 
without regard to its cost.” 

At present the cost of collection and 
shipment to detinning plants in the Unit- 
ed States is prohibitive and in Canada we 
would have to build such plants before 
collection would be even worth consid- 
ering. 

Furthermore, one hundred pounds of 
tin cans yield only 1.2 pounds of tin; the 
residual tin which canont be removed re- 
duces the value of steel scrap to the low- 
est level. . 


Paper and Rags 


Metals and rubber are not the only im- 
portant items of salvage. The National 
Salvage Committee urges industrial es- 
tablishments, business houses and individ- 
uals to collect and recover paper and card- 
board, rags and fibres, oils and fats. 

It may seem unnecessary for the larg- 
est pulp and paper producing country in 
the world to collect waste-paper, but here 
another factor is involved, 

Every ton of waste-paper employed in 
the manufacture of paperboard and card- 
board in Canada releases an equivalent 
amount of our wood pulp and paper for 
export, to secure valuable foreign ex- 
change. 

Rags and fibres also have many uses. 
Wool can be used again in combination 
with virgin wool for new products, and 
rags are an essential in every machine 
mp and factory, 

n normal times, Canada used nearly 
$4,000,000 worth of rags annually in keep- 
ing machinery clean, efficient and safe, 
and about one-third of them were im- 
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ported, Here is another way of saving vital 
foreign exchange. 

Bones are necessary for glue, and fats 
for the manufacture of glycerine for ex- 
plosives. Of these materials, too, Canada is 
ordinarily a large importer, 


Salvage Committees 


All these products can be collected in 
small amounts by individuals, but an elab- 
orate organization is necessary to ensure 
that these small parcels are accumulated, 
sorted and distributed to the industries in 
need of them. 

In 2,400 communities in Canada volun- 
tary salvage committees have taken on 
these tasks. 

Many ingenious methods are being em- 
ployed and the total volume of waste ma- 
terials being returned to industry is grow- 
ing every month.. The campaign has the 
active support and co-operation of a 
unique war organization—the Canadian 
Institute of Secondary Materials, 

Through this institute the “junk deal- 
ers” of Canada freely contribute technical 
assistance to the voluntary committee. 

It advises on methods of collection, of 
sorting and packing, acts as agent between 
the collectors and the ultimate users and 
ensures that materials are prepared ac- 
cording to proper specifications, 

All these efforts must be continued and 
expanded; in this as in other features of 
our wat effort, final success or failure de- 
pends upon the co-operation of individuals. 

As long as a single newspaper, rag or 
metal article that can be salvaged is burn- 
ed or thrown away, our effort lacks that 
much of being complete, 


Old Age Pensions 


Editor, Bulletin: Following is a letter I 
have received from the Civil Service As- 
sociation of Alberta:

Dear Mr, Fisher: 

As an organization primarily concern- 
ed with the economic welfare of its own 
members, we are bound to recognize the 
fact that our existence is inseparable from 
and dependent upon the economic life of 
the nation as a whole. That we have 
deemed it necessary to establish and main- 
tain affiliation with other bodies is due in 
part to this recognition. 

Having learned at our twenty-second 
annual convention, held recently, that the 
question of the payment of a cost-of-living 
bonus to Provincial Civil Servants bears 
a definite relationship to the incomes of 
farmers and pensioners, we were again 
sharply reminded of our responsibility as 
public servants, 

Recognizing the plight in which many 
of the old age pensioners find themselves, 
due to the definite increase in the cost of 
living, I am enclosing herewith copy of a 
resolution, adopted by-this association on 
the 8th instant, which has been submitted 
today to the Prime Minister of Canada, to 
the Minister of Finance, to the local mem- 
bers of parliament and to Premier Aber- 
hart. This is passed on to you for your 
consideration,

Here is a copy of the resolution adopted 
by the Civil Service Association of Al- 
berta, 8th January, 1942. 

Be jt resolved: 

That owing to the condition of Old Age 


January 16th, 1942, 


Pensioners caused by the increased cost of | 


living, the governments concerned be pe- 
titioned to: 
1, Increase the present pension rate 
to provide an adequate standard of liv- 
ing in conformity with Canadian stan- 
dards. 


2. Substantially reduce the age of 
qualification, 
3. Exempt pension from penalties 


imposed by reason of property owner- 
ship up to at least $3,500.00, 

4. Exempt pension from _ penalties 
imposed by reason of possible support 
by children, 

5. Further, that the said governments 
be respectfully asked to consider the 
meaning of the word “pension” as “a 
regular payment for services previously 
rendered” (Webster) rather than inter- 
preting the word and administering the 
present act as a relief measure.

Being Discussed Between Can- 
ada and the U. S. 


NI By GRANT DEXTER 


Assuming that the cause of freedom is 
secure, what thought is being given to the 
post-war world? 

Much important work has already been 
done with respect to post-war planning by 
a joint committee set up by the United 
States and Cgnadian governments and 
there have been conversations with repre- 
sentatives of Britain. And, of course, 
there is the positive statement of Anglo- 
American policy set forth in the Atlantic 
Charter, 

At the recent round table discussions 
at Toronto there were present a number of 
men from Washington who were in close 
touch with all these discussions, They 
were highly pleased with the work of the 
joint committee although inclined to think 
that Canada is more strongly represented 
than the United States—that the Cana- 
dian members are more influential in 
shaping policy than their opposite num- 
bers at Washington. 

Some of the United States representa- 
tives at the round table sketched out the 
tread of post-war policy. Their views may 
be summarized as follows: 


Fixed Policy 


Small countries like Canada: can con- 
tinue and flourish provided a good deal of 
economic meaning (tariffs, etc.) is taken 
out of all national boundaries, But if they 
are to survive there must be much greater 
economic collaboration than heretofore, 

Small countries, like Canada, must sm 
pose too exclusive co-operation by the 
United States and Britain which, conceiv- 
ably, might lead to a new kind of economic 
imperialism. The little fellows must insist 
on being in on the planning. Canada, in 
particular, occupies a position of key im- 
portance and should make her full con- 
tribution. 

Take Britain, the United States and 
Canada and see what arrangements might 
be made-as an advance over 1939. The 
United States is traditionally high tariff 
and normally has an export surplus of 
various commodities including wheat. 

Britain was a creditor country prior to 
the war and used her income from for- 
eign investments to redress her adverse 
visible balance. She will be a debtor 
country after the war and will have no 
considerable amount of such income to 


draw upon, 
Wheat 


Canada’s chief problem is wheat and it 
is urgently necessary for this country that 
Britain be prosperous and able to buy 
wheat at a price profitable to producers. 

Common sense indicates that the United 
States should divert wheat acreage to 
other more profitable uses. If the United 
States government had not subsidized 
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wheat and maintained insurmountable 
tariffs against imports, this diversion 
would have occurred long ago, 

An obvious course for Washington is to 
discourage wheat and encourage soya bean 
production, Soya beans have a score and 
more of uses—margarine, fodder, plastics, 
oil for paints, etc. The United States might 
profitably become an importer of up to 200 
million bushels of wheat per year and ims 
prove her living standards by doing so. 

Britain, also, should reduce or elimin- 
ate subsidies and cut down production of 
wheat by 35 or 40 million bushels per year, 


Cereal Farming 

Of course the collaboration of other 
nations would be essential but broadly 
the reports of experts on nutrition recoms 
mended the abandonment of cereal farm- 
ing in all of North Western Europe. The 
need is for the production of fresh vege- 
tables, milk, eggs and other perishable 
foods essential to diet and unobtainable 
unless grown at home, The foods which 
can be stored and shipped over long dis- 
tances—wheat, flour, cheese, butter, etc,—- 
should be produced where production is 
cheapest, 

The world’s agriculture could be 
brought into balance with benefit to all, 
The chief necessity is the removal of bar- 
riers to trade and the re-orientation of 
agriculture in the countries where perish- 
able crops ate required. 

It was suggested that this looked so 
common sense as to seem easy. Actually 
it would be very difficult as national 
selfishness always dies hard. Soya beans, 
incidentally, are already the third largest 
crop in the United States, 

Pn a general way, any return after the 
war to high tariffs, quotas, bilateral trade 
ing arrangements would be disastrous, 
Nor must it be thought that the British 
Empire could set up exclusive trading 
arrangements as in 1932 without incurring 
reprisals and creating counter blocs else- 


where. 
Full Imports 


Immediately after the war, and until 
such time as world trade could regain 
momentum, it would be up to Britain, the 
United States, Canada and the other victor 
nations to run their economy at full em- 
ployment and encourage imports. This 
would promote revival in the stricken 
areas and create markets for exports, 
There would have to be large gifts of food- 
stuffs and other aid. 

The United States spokesmen, while 
they saw the post-war picture clearly, were 
not very optimistic of success, High tariffs 
as the national policy are deeply rooted 
in the United States and so far the change 
is largely on the surface, Likewise they 
feared that Britain would be inclined to 

‘o in for tariffs and direct trade relations. 

uch short sightedness by the two great 
democracies, they thought, would produce 
untold difficulty. 


Free Italians Want Fight 


Being Formed in New York 
to Battle Mussolini :

NEW YORK.—Anti-Fascist Italian or- 
ganizations of the Western Hemisphere, 
believing the time ripe for action, are 
working to speed the day when a giant 
Free Italian movement, led by an Italian 
national committee and including armed 
forces drawn from the 10,000,000 Italian 
citizens living outside Italy, will wage all- 
out battle on the military, political and 
propaganda fronts to restore Italy to the 
democratic column. 

The drive, long in planning, has reached 
the stage where leaders of the Mazzini So- 
ciety, chief group in the United States 
working to overthrow Italian Fascism, said 
here recruiting of a Free Italian con- 
tingent could begin at once if Washington 
accorded its approval. 


Developments 


Gathering increased momentum since 
the United States declared war against 
Italy, the movement has witnessed these 
latest developments: 

1. Lieut. Col. Randalfo Pacciardi, Ital- 
ian lawyer-journalist-soldier who com- 
manded the Loyalists’ Garibaldi Brigade 
in the Spanish Civil War, landed in the 
United States recently, his declared pur- 
to recruit a Free Italian legion in the 
Western Hemisphere. 

2. Count Carlo Sforza, formerly Italian 
foreign minister and a leading anti-Fascist 
Italian, announced here receipt of 2,000 
signatures from the,Italia Liberia organ- 
ization in Uruguay, asking for united ac- 
tion among Western Hemisphere Italians 
to remove the “shame” of Fascism from 
Italy, 

These signatures were in ‘addition to 
nearly 300,000 more received from Italian 
societies of the New World protesting 
against Italy’s course in the war. 

3. Joint action is shaping between the 
Mazzini Society in the United tSates ‘and 
the Italia Liberia organization in Argen- 
tina, Uruguay, Chile and Brazil both to 
speed anti-Fascist military and propa- 
ganda action against Mussolini's regime 
and to rouse, through Joca]l campaigns, the 
Italian “colonies” in Latin America and 
the Italian-American populace of the 
United States to the menace of Fascism. 

4. Girolamo Valenti, editor of La 
Parola, Libera] Italian newspaper here, 
said Count Francisco Frola, former mem- 
ber of the Italian Parliament and now 
chairman of the Garibaldi Alliance of 
Mexico, would meet with Socialist and 
Liberal anti-Fascist Italians at the Diplo- 
mat Hote] here March 4 to plan co-ordin- 
ated action. 


Approval 

Whether these diverse activities result 
in an effective free Italian armed organ- 
ization similar to Gen. Charles de Gaulle's 
Free French forces will depend, it was 
recognized in anti-Fascist circles here, on 
what approval Washington gives. 

Count Sforza, while stressing that there 
was no intention to force Washington's 
hand, said he felt sure of eventual govern- 
ment approval because the United States 
in the present war was “allied to the high- 
est traditions of Italy for the liberation of 
Italy,” 

“Garibaldi delivered Southern Italy 80 
years ago with his thousand—because they 
were Italians. 

“Today the same process can be re- 
peated, but the masses of Italians outside 
of Italy need a flag, a declaration, a na- 
tional committee, to rally around.” 


Committee 


Count Sforza added that there was no 
intention to form a provisional Italian re- 
gime outside of Italy. That, he said, would 
be only provocative to the 46,000,000 Ital- 
jans in Italy whom he described as more 
eager than some Italians outside to see 
Mussolini and the shame of Gestapo rule 
| wiped from their homeland, 


New Movement of Anti-Fascists * 


A national Italian committee alone 
would be set up, if Washington approved, 
with powers to build an army from the 
800,000 citizens of Italy now in the United 
States and the several million citizens in 
Latin America, 

He expressed confidence that President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister Winston 
Churchill, “men of great imagination,” 
would see that when there were 10,000,000 
Italians outside of Italy, and when the 
majority of both groups detested Fascism, 
some means must be found by which the 
anti-Fascists outside could move to the 
aid of the pro-democracy, freedom-loving 
Italians inside.

BERKELEY, Calif, Jan. 20— | 
(AP)—On the alkali deserts of 
six western states there are 500,- 
000,000 pounds of natural rubber 
—enough to supply the United 
States for five months—ready for 
immediate harvesting, University 
of California scientists informed 
the government Monday, 

This rubber, although not quite 
as good as the prime product from 
he East Indies, is entirely satis- 
factory, the experts reported. Most 
important, they said, is that it is 
already on hand and can be collect- 
ed and made into tires, tubes and 
oher finished products without 
undue effort. 


EXISTS IN SHRUB 

It exists in the rabbit brush, a 
large perennial shrub which covers 
vat stretches of the west. Cali- 
fornia, Nevada and Colorado have 
most of it but there are large trac‘s 
also in New Mexico, Utah, Idaho 
and perhaps other states.

“We believe that a life insur-

VICTORIA, Jan. 20—(CP)—The 
Japanese problem in British Col- 
umbia will be handled by the fed- 
eral government, which will act 
on advice of military officials, 
Labor Minister George 8. Pearson 
Said Monday on his return from 
Ottawa where with members of 
the standing committee on Orient- 
als he conferred with federal au- 
thorities, 

The conference drew up plans for 
the removal of Japanese and other 
enemy aliens from ‘protected areas’ 
in British Columbia and drafted 
other security measures, 

Mr. Pearson said in an interview 
that in his opinion the Canadian 
Japanese—those born here—think 
Canada is a pretty good country and 
don't want Japan coming here to 
disturb things. 


“DIFFERENT MATTER” 

“However, should the Japanese 
ever land here, it might be a dif- 
ferent matter,” he said. 

Mr. Pearson said he belteved the 
federal government will appoint an 
administrator, who will decide 
where the Japanese are to be movea 
and what they will do. 

“There is the impression in Ot- 
tawa that this is not a serious 
problem,” Mr. Pearson said. “I 
think, however, they are willing 
to listen to military authorities as 
to what constitutes a military dan- 
ger. Ottawa was also most anxious 
to have the Japanese protected 
against any riots that might be 
started.”

We stand for a union 
basis, and if you are going to work 
on a union basis, you must forget 
politics. 

“We are willing to amalga- 
mate,” he said, “provided the 
principles of the U-F.C. are ad- 
hered to, that is, that only bona 
fide farmers be granted member- 
ship, and that the organization 
stay out of politics. It must be 
operated as a union, on a strictly 
ecanomic basis.” 


Mr. McGowan's address followed 
the official welcoming of+delegates 
by Mayor John W. Fry and Hon 
D. B. MacMillan, minister of agri- 
culture, on behalf of the province. 

Other items on the afternoon's 
agenda included the secretary's re- 
port, delivered by H. E. Nichol of 
Edmonton. 

Mr. Nichol reported that since 
the last meeting of the U.F.C. in 
Edmonton, 3,000 members had 
joined. with a further 1,200 since 
the beginning of January, this 
year.

U.S. Tanker Is Attacked 
Without Warning By Sub 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va.,! 
Jan. 20. — (AP) —~ Shelled 
and torpedoed by a lurking 
Axis ‘submarine off the North|

tanker Allan Jackson was, 
sunk Sunday, the 8,206-ton 
tanker Malay reached port 
under her own power late 
last night with a story of at- 
tack without warning in 
Monday’s pre-dawn darkness.

DEADLINE SOON
